“We wore always very much 
aware of our Judaism, as Ameri- 
cans. ‘My grandfather, Rabbi 8886 
Wise, wos the founder of Hebrew 
Union College. My ‘husband's an- 
cestors, on his mother's alde, settled 
in America in 1695. They came 
from Spuln by way of Holland. One 
of them was a ‘Daughter of the 


Amrrican Revolution.’ As a matter of ἢὶ 


solidarity, Arthur Hays Sulzberger 
became a member of the ‘Sons of 
the American Revolution.’ 


“AE the same time, it was Moses 
Michacl Hays and his brother-in- 
law Isaat Touro, the first hazan 
of Newport, both anceatons of my 
husband's, who were among those to 
welcome George Washington on his 
visit to the Newport synagogue In 
1190." 

It was then that the first Pre- 
sident dellvered his famous atate- 
nent of reHgions tolerance which 
iy u treasured document in the au- 
nals of Ainerican Jewish ‘history. 

Mrs. Sulzberger relates a chilki- 
hood memury, attesting to her own 
relation towards Judaism: “My par- 
ents were both devoted fo Ciheral 
Judaism and watled me to be a 
good Jewess, but Ὁ was an ouly child 
and much indulged; so when 1 did 
not Hite Sunday schoul, I wus nol 
compelled lo attend. My Irish Catho- 
lie governess was shocked to find out 
‘how ΠΕΙῸ L knew about my own 
religion aud she deeided to teach ane 
Judaism. 1 realize now that she 
was actually teaching ame Calho- 
helzm wilhout Jesus and 1 did not 
ike il.

When he decided to donate to the Joint 
Distribution Committee, he stipul- 
ated that the money should be ear- 
marked for any project that vas 
not Unked with Iaracl or Zionfam. 
The Joint people sald they could 
hot earmark contributiong and that 
all donations were distributed ac- 
cording tou a certain key. Thus he 
never gnve money to the Joint. 

“He tried once to help establish 
ἃ Jewish colony in Australia, But 
even Australia, which was cager for 
European immigrants, would accept 
settlers only individually and not 
in groups.

He explains that this takes the wind 
out of the galls of anticipatory anx- 
lety and breaks the vicious circle. 
These techniques are curlously re- 
miniscent of Learning Theory prin- 
elples; in fact, the Behavlourists 
have similar techniques in their re- 
pertolre and would oxplain “para- 
doxical intention” by the principle of 
extinction. Incidentally, Adler ad- 
vised a similar manoeuvre for child- 
ren with ties and stammers, Frankl, 
of course, ἰΒ anti-Bchavlourist, but 
he evidently belicvéS in enlisting 
the actlve cooperation of the con- 
scious mind to overcome conditions 
with unconscious determinants, and 
autonomic ramifications. 

The special techniques, however, 
are not the whole of logothcrapy: 
often therapy Is Existential pure and 
simple, an attempt to arrive at the 
meaning of life, such as the "Socra- 
tie Dialogues." Even so, Frankl em- 
phasizes the conscious level of com- 
munication. He gives an example of 
a situation where psychoanalysis 
would be contraindicated. A bereav- 
ed husband wax Inconsolable; he had 
loved his wife.

Audiences which had been 
composed largely ‘of. the aristocracy 
and the educated claxyses now be- 
came a large, anonymous mass. 
Writers were no longer speaking to 
the relatively small circle of their 
own class. They now achicved a eta- 
tus of extraterritoriality. They were 
people apart, men who supposedly 


sow sharper and truer; men who, 
led by their special gifts, were crit- 
les and witnesses but who were al- 
so in constant danger of loging con- 
tact with the masses in their pur- 
sult of high artistic goals. Popular 
success became an attractive — and 
Jucrative — alternative fo artistic 


With growing democratization in 
the political and cultural spheres, 
authors began to face powerful com- 
petition. Books on psychology, socto- 
logy, medicine and sclence written 
by experts for popular consumption 
were becoming casily available. The 
artlet-writer hegan to doubt his own 
competence and relevance.

do not know Kadia Molodowska, 
the American Yiddish poet who two 
weeks ago was awarded one of this 
year's four Itzik Manger Prizes for 
Yiddish Literature, In Tel Aviv, Her 
children's poems, in their Hebrew 
translation, have earned a place 
among the classics read by or to 

ing Israelis. We have come to 
krow and love her girl Ayelet with 
her blue umbrella, the gate of the

ἽΝ his fascinating book of essays, 
“Variety of Men" (reviewed here 
on December 18, 1970), C.P. ‘Snow, 
the distinguished novelist and critic, 
brings to iife nine men of great 
achievement. One of the..chapters in 
the book, which Lord Snow describes 
as “a set of personal impressions,” 
Is devoted to Albert Dinatein. In thia 
chapter there are a number of orrora 
and fallacious conjectures. 
Of the men portrayed in the baok, 
T knew Eilnatein personally. 1 visited 
him at hia home, and, on one of 
these occasions, I had a long conver- 
sation with him, lasting nearly two 
hours. I corresponded with him, I 
have read hig publiahed non-sctenti- 
fic writings, both in the original 
German and in the Mnglish transla- 
tion, incliding many letters and 
stray pleces, and I have read the 
standard works about him, I have in 
my files magazine articles and news- 
paper items relating to Einateln 
which J have kept since 1918, 
“At the Munich high school,” 
writes Snow, “he (Einstein) was

mastery of this subject was not 80 
extraordinary as that of mathema- 
tics, it was also remarkable. The 
professor of mathematics and the 
professor of physics at the Zurich 
Polytechnic immediately accepted 
him for admission, 80 outstanding 
was his knowledge of these subjects. 
(Einstein stressed the word “lmme- 
diately,” when we discussed his fall- 
ure to be admitted to the Polytech- 
nic.) 

“At the age of ten,” writes Snow, 
“he did begin to show precacity... 
but not of intellect.” Snow Is in er- 
ror here. It was just at this peried 
of his life that Einstein discovered 
by himself “the exact relationship 
between the sides of a triangle and 
even proved the Pythagorean theo- 
rem without help,” and, to quote 
Einstein's blographer, H.G. Garbed- 
fan, further, “he was carrying on his 
ganies of numbers and algebra to 
the point where he was making up 
absorbing problems for himaelf.” At 
the age of 12, he received aa a gift, 
a textbook on geometry and “he de- 
monstrated his genius for mathema- 
tles by mastering the whole book 
within a few months. The experience 
whetted his appetite for more, and 
he devoured books on methematics 
with passion... At the age of 14 
the filght of his mathematical 
genlus was so swift that he was 
able to conquer Integral and differen- 
tla! culculus as well os analytical 
geometry and algebra by himself.”

“Binsteln,” Snow tell us, “without 
belief’ became “an active Zionist.” 
The actual fact [5 just the opposite. 
Hinstein became a Zionist after care- 
ful thought and study and with orm 
conviction. Snow should read the 
articles by Kurt Blumenfeld and 
others who tell of thelr many discus- 
sions with Hinstein explaining to him 
the meaning and algnificance of 
Zionism. He should read Hlnstein's 
own statement, “How I Became a 
Zionist,” published in the “Jildische 
Rundschau” in 1921. He wrote: 

“T regard Jewish nationality as 

a fact, and I om of the opinion 

that every Jew ought to draw the 

consequences of that fact... Zion- 
tem strengtheng the dignity and 
self-confidence of the Jew.” 

Another example of a fallacious 
conjecture by Snow is his statement 
that “Rinstein’s parents.. might 
have been Catholic converts if they 
had had any religion at all.” The 
reason for this supposition: “they 
sent him... to a Catholic primary 
echool.” But the facts show that 
Snow’s conjecture Is baseless. “The 
Jewlsh achool was far from home,” 
writes B. Kusnetsov, ‘and besides, 
the fee was beyond the Einsteln’s 
clrcumstances. Albert was placed in 
a nearby Catholic school.” Snow, 
furthermore, apparently does not 
know that other Jewlsh parents sent 


of these facts. One: While Kinstein ἢ 
wag attending the Catholic school ἢ 
hig mother taught him the tenets of 
Sudaism. Two: Every Fridny his po- 
rents invited a poor Russian Jewish 
them.

“MPHESE boys hate soclety. [il 
give you un example. One 
boy was referred to uy by ἃ so- 
elal worker who could not estab- 
lish any real contacL with him. I 
went to visit hlm severni times and 
finally persuaded him to come here. 
“He told me that he had learn- 
ed not to trust anyone, and that 
his only friend waa his dog. He 
said that he takes the dog out 
oniy Jate at night and early in 
the moraing, when there are no 
people on the streets, so the dog 
won't see anyone but him." 

The place was Jaffa, and the 
apeaker was Jacky Zuclterman, who 
was ἃ teacher and school prinelpal 
In Rumania. When he came to Is- 
tael four years ago he had ex- 
pected to remain a tencher, and 
spent his first year here teaching 
French, : 

Now he has taken on a challenge 
which would try the skill of any 
educator and teat the patience of 
any human being — the challenge 
of educating boys who don't want 
to be educatod, for work they don’t 
want to do. 


The problem of such boys has 
been recelving increasing tecognl- 
tlon lately, ‘To find conerete, day- 
to-day solutions, a unique pllot pro- 
gramme has been set up within an 
existing framework — one whieh has 
gained little publicity but some 
Success. Some 25,000 boys and girls 
have “graduated” from’ Ita clubs, 
and It has worked for 22 yeats, 
not with “problem” youth, but 
almply with ordinary youngsters, 
Now [ἡ has been asked to Provide 
facilities for gsalving much tougher 
problems, 


Work and study 


Since November, Mr. Zuckerman 
has been coordinating an experi- 
mental programme ἔμ rehabliltate 
“nmiarginal youth," boys between the 
ages of li and 10, who are nelther 
Working nor studying. Many alrondy 
have criminal records. and their 
idling on the streets is a contlan- 
tng tnvitatlon to crime, The pro- 
granimé, housed In a renovited 
building in the heart of Jaffa, Is 
calted “Kelet,” from the Hebrew reot 
meaning “absorption.” The seheme 
Invelves several months of work 
and atudy In Kelet, designed to pre- 


pare boys for placement in special 
army work programmes. 

The project began when the Minis- 
try of Labour approached the As- 
sociation of Technical Clubs for 
Youth, an organization with 22 
years' experience in providing after- 
Achool technical instruction In de- 
velopment towns and under-privi- 
leged communities throughout tho 
country. The ‘Ministry asked the 
asso¢lation to contritute ita ex- 
Porlence and know-how to act up 
& special programme, during the 
marning hours, for “marginal youth." 
The combined efforts of the Min- 
Istry of Lubour, the Assoclatlon of 
Technical Clubs and the Depart- 
tient for Youth Rehabllitatlon of 
the Tel Aviy Municipality made 
Kelet a reality. 

“We started five tnonths ago with 
46 boys," Mr. Zuckernian told me 
when I visited the Jaffa Club tast 
week, “All but one have already 
been successfully integrated into 
urnmy work programmes, or have 
feft Kelet for one reusen or an- 
other. The one exception is a 15- 
year-old bey who went to an army 
camp but came back to us after 
two weeks because he couldn't get 
along there. We hopo to send hlin 
to the second of the two arny 
camps to which our ‘graduates! £9, 
and I think that at the second 
camp he may get on better." 

9. What about those who “leave 
for one reason or another?" 

A. “I divide the drop-outs into 
(wo categories: ‘positive dropping: 


our and ‘negative. Positive drop- 
ping-out is when a boy  decldes 
Chat ft isn't worth while for him 


to remain in Kelct, where he gets 
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A pilot project in Jaffa for absorbing marginal youth is 
now in its sixth month. Jacky Zuckerman, a fairly 
recent Rumanian immigrant, took on the challenge of 
educating boys who don’t want to be educated for work 
they don’t want to do.

only IL2.00 a day, or to work to- 
ward acceptance into an army tech- 
nical camp, where he would carn 
IL5.00 a day. Having come to that 
conclusion, he goes out to find him- 
self a better job, That to me Is 
very positive. But unfortunately, 
there's another kind of drop-out; 
the boy who decides to go hack to 
the ‘easy' life of wandering the 
atreets and finding money through 
erlme." 

‘Mr. Zuckerman said there were 
now 11 boys at Kelet and “each 
one Is a world unto himself.” 

9. How long does the average boy 
atay here? 

A. “The watchword of our pro- 
gramme fs elasticity. As T told you, 
every boy Is a world unto him- 
self, This isn't a -school with a 
Prescribed course of study. Our 
Purpose is to prepare boya for 
work. We want to teach them basic 
aktlls In carpentry, simple metal 
work and so forth, and how to work 
In & group. These boys not only 
don't ilke society; they hate it. 
Maybe our most important task is 
to try in some way to bring them 
back into normal society.” As he 
spoke, the door flew open, and u 
14-yenr-old -hounded In shouting at 
the top of his voice: “Come quick! 
the hoya are fighting!" 

“They're very aggressive," Mr, 
Zuckerman explained when he re- 
turned from a brief peace-making 
mission. “They don't know how to 
argue things out. If they're angry 
at someone, they'll take a chalr and 
throw it. We try at least to teach 
them to express their abger verbal- 
ly Instead of by smashing the tools 
or throwing things at the other 
buys.” 

From the next room, the faint 
sound of a gultar could be heard, 
Can the boys stop work to play 
thelr guitars? 


Involved sometimes 


“On paper, the boys are divided 
into two groups," said Mr. Zucker- 
man. One works from 8 to 10 and 
studies from 11 to 1, with a 1Ὲ- 
cess from 10 to 11, during which 
they can play basketball, tonnis or 
football, eat breakfast or do as 
they please. The second group stu- 
dies from 8 to 10, hag recess and 
Works from 11 to 1, so that study- 
ing and working are rotated. But 
that's only on paper. Sometimes a 
boy gets 80 Involved in his work 
that you can't tear him away for 
recegs.” 

Certain types of carefully chosen 
work do indeed hold their attention. 

“They like to make equipment 


they can use for Play — tennis 
rackets, games, gultars — and they 
algo like to make attractive things 
which they enn show off in the 
nelghbourhood. The boys who co: 
here have contempt for work as 
auch, They would lke to get lots 
of money for dolng nothin 
they aren’t too enthuslastic about 
spending flve hours a day 
for 12.00 But atlll, they sometimes 
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me 
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become so interested in their work 
thar they are willing to give it all 
they have." 

9. Can you keep them in the clasa- 
room for the two hours a day 
set aside for studies? 

A. "We try our best. We nil 
the studies to the most basie sub- 
Jects — reading, writing and arlth- 
metic, except where the boys ask 
for other subjects. Occasionally, 
someone wants to learn Engilsh or 
Tanach (Bible) and we try to sa- 
Usfy every expressed desire to learn. 
We had hoped to give lessons on 
soclal studiea, behaviour, ete, ‘but 
we found that it is hard for them 
to slt still for more than 20 mi- 
nutes at a time. So we decided to 
give up on formal lessons In those 
areas und try to sneak bite-size 
portions into the everyday sactivi- 


tles, We've also found oul that we 7 


have to bo flexible at all 
Sometimes, in .the middle of the 
work perlod, a boy decidex he 
wants to read a hook. Within ren- 
son, we try to let them have a 
falr amount of freedom In such 
cases."

It will take many, many years to 
change the look of our towns, lf 
we don’t first change our approach 
go flower growing, Hveryone can 
grow slmple flowers in window 
boxes or in balcony containers, on 
the side steps of the staira or in 
the small garden around ‘he house. 
A flowered balcony 

A little bit of responsible care, 
some ppretical, elementary ‘know- 
ledge about gardening and very 
much love: this is the recipe for 
a flower balcony in the summer! 
Some people think that keeping 
plants with flowers on a balcony 
16 an expensive and difficult “‘ad- 
venture” without a chance of suc- 
cess! It will not be so If you 
face the problem correctly from 
the start. 

Tho three main polnts to take 
Into consideration are: 1) what 
you can afford, 2) the amount of 
time you can devote to the care 
of your plants, 3) the climatic 
problems of your terrace. 


Standard balcony 


Take a standard balcony (850x 
150m.) half-covered and facing 
south, or southeast or southwest. 
On the outside put one row of 
containers filled with 16-20 geran- 
jums or petunias, Hach asbestos 
box (we need about Ove 9 em. long) 
costs around 1112. These can be 
veplaced by ithree clay pots of 30 cin. 
diameter, which coat 11.1.50 each. 
Near tho walls, place containers 
filed with climbers: roses, jasmin, 
Bougalnvillaea, Inthe outaide 
corners place two big Yara with 
8 small treo, a lemon, for inatance, 
or a bush of lantana. The total coat 
for all these plants may be around 
πο. In the shaded part of the 
balcony put your house ‘plants for 
the summer season. 

your balcony faces north, 
or northwest, or northeast replace 
the geraniums with begonlas or 
scarlet sage (Salvia aplendens), the 
roses with wax-plant (Hoya car- 
nosa) or Clematis, and for the 
clay jars evergreens Itke Tnuja 
are preferred. 

All these plants are available at 
any nursery in town and ore ready 
for planting. Consider that the in- 
vestment for your ‘balcony decora- 
tion can be easily divided in two 
or three parte, 


Green summer garden 


‘May ἰδ the frst month of sum- 
mer, hot end the most difficult 
season for gardeners. It ia almost 
impossible to leave plants alone, 
even for one week, Often our plants 
are the main victims of early holl- 
days. The most important work of 
this season 18 cultivation and irri- 
gation, : 

A good practice [5 to turn over 
the 5011, thus stimulating bacterial 
action and adding different Idnds 
of fertilizers to tha root ‘hairs of 
the plant. Care should be taken 0 
see that the box 1s well ‘Irrigated. 
The tool you will employ is one of 
the different kinds of hoes with 
one, two or three teeth. For win- 
dow boxes you ‘have to do the same 
operation and for the same reasons 
“ the help of a small, apectal 
ool. 

Watering with an ordinary hose 
la not slwaya best ag it is not 
absorbed at a lower level. Rain- 
Uke irrigation ts preferable, using 
one of the many kinds of sprinkler 
heads available on the market. You 
can add thie sprinkfer to the end 
of the hose and move it easily 
from place to place Remember that
